A special congressional commit- 
tee, recognizing that the United | 
States has assumed the colossal ob- 
ligation of not only equipping our 
own Army and Navy for total war, 
but also of furnishing “aid of ev- | 
ery description to all nations fight- 
ing the forces of aggression.”” has 
made public a report declaring that | 
America must ‘be ‘stripped for ac- 
tion’ and recommending drastic 
slashes in non-military expenditures | 
of the 2,overnment. 

Headed by Senator 
ginia and including in its member- 
ship fiscal leaders of both House 
and Senate and Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau, the commit- 
tee specifically recommended that 
one billion, three hundred million | 
dollars be saved by abolishing the 
CCC and NYA and by sharply cur- 
tailing WPA, farm benefits, and 
many other federal activities. 

The congressional committee. in | 
its report, called on the govern- 
ment to “set the example of econ- 
omy for the American people who 
are being asked to pay extremely | 
burdensome taxes.” 

“Before the war,” the report said, 
‘economy in non-essential spending 
was important. Now it is vital. 

here is no room for non-essentials 
in a government stripped for ac- 
tion. Our united purpose is to pro- 
duce sufficient armament = and 
trained personnel to win this war.” 

The proopsed cuts would slash 
deep into farm payments and bene- 
fits. Agriculture, therefore, if it 
looked at the program selfishly, and 
not from the standpoint of the na- | 
tional welfare, might be inclined to 
oppose the plan on the score that 
the farmer will be harder hit by the 
economies than almost any other 
member of the community. 

Affecting agriculture for 
ample, are the following  recom- 
mendations of the committee: 

Abolish the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration to save $70.590.000 in 
cash and $120,000.000 in lending 
authority.

Reduce the program for exporta- 
tion and domestic consumption of

WASHINGTON (lP)—Usually well 
informed sources said today that 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga - 
tion warned the Army and Navy on 
December 5 that Honolulu Japanese 
were telephoning to Tokyo signifi- 
cantly detailed information regard- 
ine United States fleet dispositions 

It is understood the FBI inter- 
cepted a single radio telephone con- 
versation on that day and _ inter- 
preted it as indicating the possibil- 
ity of a Japanese attack on United 
States territory. 

Army and Navy press relations of- 
ficers told the United Press they 
knew nothing about the reported 


warning. Neither would the FBI 
comment. 
The warning was_ based, the 


United Press was told, upon a 20- 
minute telephone conversation be- 
tween Japanese in Honolulu and To- 


kyo Dec. 5 to which FBI agents 
were able to listen. They achieved 
the telephone tap less than 48 hours 
before the Pacific land. sea and air 
base in Hawaii was surprised and 
severely damaged by Japanese air- 


Though most of the conver- 
sation between tne unnamed Jap- 
anese and his superior in Tokyo 
was “casual and friendly” at first

RIO DE JANEIRO — (UP)—The 
most turbulent and most important ! 
Pan-American Conference in_his- 
tory the emergency conference 
of American foreign ministers -- |} 
ended in harmony today. 

At 2 a. m. Peru and Ecuador 
sgned an agreement to end their 
century-old boundary dispute a 
cause of intermittent warfare. Thus 
ended th. last blatantly discordant 
note of the two-week conference. 

Representatives of the 21 Amer- 
ican republics. at the final plenary 
scssion last night, formally approv- 
ed 40 resolutions, the keystone of 
which was a recommendation that 
all sever diplomatic relations with 
the axis. and a supplement. that 
all break commercial and financial 
relations. Coincidentally, President 
Getulio Vargas of Brazil announc- 
ed that his country had broken all 
relauions with Germany. Italy and | 
Japan and that their diplomats had

to the limit — even though it feels 
the pinch in its own operations. 
And every other branch of the 
community must adopt a_ similar 
attitude if the nation is to be able 
to carry the load of an all-out war 
effort. If there is no favoritism. 
| there can be no complaining: this 
is a battle for survival — a battle 
for our very existence — and it can 
not be won without tremendous 
sacrifice. 

Certainly the country can not be 
led astray by such false reasoning 
as that of Senator LaFollette 


port complaining that the proposed 
cuts be unfair to what he calls “the 
unfertunate one-third of our popu- 
lation which has just cause for dis- 
satisfaction with an economic and 
social system which has _ treated 
them shabbily.” That type of ut- 
terance is the kind of defeatist 
propaganda which emanated from 
small men in high places in France 
just before the debacle. If Senator 
LaFollette thinks Uncle Sam _ has 
treated “the unfortunate one-third” 
shabbily, we wonder how he thinks 
Japan or Nazi Germany would 
treat them. We wonder whether 
he would prefer a full stomach to 
liberty. It is time that the proph- 
ets of “social uplift” stopped trying 
to soften up America and _ started 
hardening themselves and others to 
war-time realities. The hour is 
very late!
